6. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Com- 
mittees, or Officers chosen, and pass any vote relating 
thereto.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of the Town of Washington, N. H., 
the fourteenth annual report of your Superintendent of 
Schools, is hereby respectfuily submitted. 


The School at the Center, in charge of Mrs. Esther Colby, 
was the only one in session this year. Our East Washing- 
ton pupils attended school in the Hillsboro Town School 
District, being transported, and the Dole District pupils 
were transported to the Center. We regret that this de- 
cision caused some apparently hard feelings. There were 
those who felt that the chief factor in the case was the better 
educational facilities which could be made possible in a fair 
sized school, but others felt that closing the school in their 
neighborhood and transporting the children were matters 
of grave importance. 


The average membership of the Center School was 15.75 
and the total enrollment was 21. During the year 80 Wash- 
ington young people attended school, four in high school, 
five at the Goodell School and 21 at the Center. There 
were 11 boys and 10 girls at the Center, with the following 
erade distribution: 


ist, 1; 2nd, 5; 3rd, 2; 4th, 2; 5th, 1; 6th, 5; 7th, 1; 8th, 3; 
and 1 graduate pupil. 


Our school year of 171 days is shorter than the average 
sehool year in our state, but something is to be done next 
year to increase the length of our school year. This is the 
first time for many years for which there is no Honor Roll 
of perfect attendance. We also had a very poor record for

tardiness, there being 44 cases of tardiness. The teacher 
recorded 19 visits, slightly more than one every two weeks, 
from the Superintendent, one from a school board member, 
and 41 by others. Parents of 11 of the 21 children visited 
schools, one mother visiting the school five times. If the 
parents could find time, out of their busy days, to visit the 
schools as often as that, it would please the school authorities 
and be a help to both the teacher and the children. There 
was some sickness in the district and some of the children 
were living in town but a short time, which made our average 
membership much less than the total enrollment. 


During the winter term hot food was served at the noon 
hour, the food being furnished by the parents and prepared 
in the school. By this means the children had the benefit 
of a hot dinner, and received some instruction in its prepa- 
ration, and a practical application of that instruction. 


It is often thought that the population in rural districts 
is more stable than the city, but an examination of our 
school register shows that only five of our 21 pupils were 
born in Washington. This indicates the value of a pro- 
eram of studies, such as we have, which is common all over 
our state and almost identical with that in neighboring 
states, so that when children come to us from other places 
they fit into our classes without loss of time. We have had 
several cases of pupils being advanced when leaving our 
schools for schools in another state. ‘At least three parents 
have recently expressed their satisfaction with what our 
schools have done for their children, comparing more than 
favorably with what they received in schools from which 
they came; all of which must be gratifying. 


The medical examination was made by Dr. Bailey, of 


Hillsboro, and teeth troubles were found to be, by far, the 
most common defect. 
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The usual special exercises were held during the year and 
programs commemorating the anniversary of the birth of 
Webster and of Washington were given. 


At the close of the year graduation exercises were held, 
and Chairman Edwin M. Crane awarded diplomas to Oliver 
Chase and Myrtle Crane. Eloise Cram was: graduated in 
June, 1931, but returned for a year of graduate work. All 
three of these young people are planning to attend high 
school in the fall.
